tinction drawn, as to other goods as well as 
regarding books, between an actual title passed 
to a purchaser and a license which retains 
ownership to some extent in the hands of the 
original seller. It is possible that should these 
decisions be upheld in the higher courts, they 
may lead to a modification in the method of 
selling books through the regular trade, but 
the decisions scarcely indicate more than this. 

These decisions, it should be noted, are not 
in the main suits known as the Macy cases, 
but in the more recent and subsidiary suits 
brought by these two individual houses—the 
main cases being those brought by the Macy 
concern itself to declare the illegality of the 
organization and the methods of the American 
Publishers’ Association. The recent inci¬ 
dental decisions as to demurrers and the like, 
as we have already pointed out, have not 
strengthened the fundamental Macy case, and 
there is as yet no good reason to believe that 
the American Publishers’ Association will not 
be ultimately successful in upholding the 
present plans of reform. 


THE DECISIONS OF JUDGE RAY IN 
THE MACY CASES. 

The two cases brought respectively by the 
Bobbs-Merrill Co. and by Charles Scribner’s 
Sons against the Macy concern have been de¬ 
cided by Judge Ray, sitting by assignment in 
the Federal Circuit Court for the Southern 
District of New York. In both cases the relief 
asked for by the complainants is refused. 
The cases are practically identical, with the 
exception that in the Bobbs-Merrill suit the 
special copyright notice printed by those pub¬ 
lishers in the copies of “The Castaway” fig¬ 
ures in the case, while in the Scribner suit 
reliance was had on the ordinary copyright 
notice. We give elsewhere in full the de¬ 
cision in the Scribner case, and the distinctive 
portion of the Bobbs-Merrill case. 

The contention of both complainants was 
that under the monopolistic protection 
granted by the copyright law publishers 
had the right to provide conditions as 
to the sale of the books copyrighted under 
agreements with notice to dealers. The 
pith of Judge Ray’s decisions is that while 
such an agreement is possible as a matter 
of contract, it is not necessarily involved 
in notices to the trade, and in that respect 
cannot be maintained as a part of copyright. 
The decisions do not go very fully into the 
cases, and both are likely to be appealed to the 
higher branches of the Federal Courts for 
ultimate decision. What is at present indi¬ 
cated by Judge Ray’s dicta is the legal dis- 


In Printers’ Ink for July 5, 1905, Mr. 
Charles L. Benjamin prints an interview by 
himself with Third Assistant Postmaster- 
General Madden, which is accompanied by an 
excellent portrait of that official. The inter¬ 
view is an interesting statement of Mr. Mad¬ 
den’s views, and displays on his part an evi¬ 
dent sincerity of aim coupled with more or 
less myopic limitation in seeing “the other 
side.” For instance, though much is said 
of the triumphs of the Department in the 
courts, almost nothing is said about its checks 
or defeats, or about the mistakes, particularly 
in rulings a few years since as to inserts and 
supplements, which the Department was 
obliged to modify without court compulsion 
by the evident absurdity of the rulings. Mr, 
Madden states, probably with sincerity, that 
he means to treat all periodicals with equal 
fairness; but, after emphasizing again the 
recent orders as to supplements, he “throws 
up his hands” by saying that the ruling “will 
not affect what you describe as the ‘Sunday 
magazine.’ ” Mr. Madden is not yet prepared 
to disclose his own plans of postal reform, 
comparing himself to Togo, who “did not 
disclose his plans until the opportune moment 
had arrived.” The interview shows both the 
strength and the v'eakness of Mr. Maddeh’s 
administration of the Department, and should 
be read by all who are interested in accom¬ 
plishing real postal reform and desire to do 
justice to a much-criticized official. 
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The decision that musical composers havc- 
no rights which the manufacturers of auto¬ 
matic musical instruments or mechanical rec¬ 
ords are bound to respect, whether or not 
supported in the higher courts, throws im¬ 
portant light on the necessity for copyright 
revision. Of course, except for the spiked 
barrel of the hand organ and music box, these 
musical records did not exist at the time the 
copyright law was framed and could not 
be directly included within its provisions. 
The courts have, nevertheless, often stretched 
a general principle to cover applications which 
were not possible at the time of the original 
provision, and this the higher courts may do 
in the present case; but in any event, here 
is new proof that the copyright law, in terms, 
is sadly behind the times.

DECISION IN THE SUITS OF SCRIB¬ 
NER’S VS. MACY. 

Following is the decision in full rendered 
by Judge Ray, of the United States Circuit 
Court in the suit of Charles Scribner’s Sons 
vs. R. H. Macy & Co.:

Suits in equity to restrain defendants from 
infringing complainants’ copyrights for books 
by selling copyrighted books at retail, without 
a license from complainants, at a lower price 
than fixed and not maintaining retail prices 
as provided by the regulations of the Ameri¬ 
can Publishers’ Association. Also to restrain 
defendants from contributory infringement of 
such copyrights by inducing wholesale dealers 
and jobbers in such books to violate their 
agreements with complainants as to the sale 
of copyright books. 

The defendants deny infringement in any 
sense. Deny that complainants have proved a 
cause of action. Allege that complainants 
parted with title to all books the defendants 
have purchased and sold and that being their 
property they had the right to sell them at 
such price as they saw fit to fix.

In the first action, No. 8583, the alleged 
limitation on the right to sell books at retail 
at less than a fixed price expired before the 
final hearing, hence no injunction, only an ac¬ 
counting could be granted in that case. The 
parties to that suit all reside in the State of 
New York. There is no diversity of citizen¬ 
ship. 

In the second suit, No. 8936, the limited 
time had not expired and, as defendants had 
incorporated under the laws of New Jersey 
before bringing the action, there exists in 
such action diversity of citizenship. 

If there is no infringement of a copyright 
shown in such first action, No. 8583, it must 
be dismissed. In the second action if defend¬ 
ants are violating complainants’ rights and 
a cause of action is shown and the amount in¬ 
volved is sufficient the action may be sus¬ 
tained even if infringement of a copyright is 
not shown. In this action the complainants 
not only allege infringement of their copy¬ 
rights, but allege that they have valid con¬ 
tracts for the sale of their copyrighted books 
with certain parties which are or were being 
carried out by them, and that defendants 
wrongfully, etc., have induced and are induc¬ 
ing such parties to violate such contracts by 
false representations and other acts to the 
great injury of the complainants’ business. 
They set forth certain facts tending to show 
grounds for equitable relief and an injunc¬ 
tion. 

The complainant is the owner of a large 
number of copyrights and is a publisher. It 
publishes and puts on the market its copy¬ 
righted books, but asserts that it puts them on 
the market under certain limitations and re¬ 
strictions which attach to the books and the 
right to sell in the hands of all persons hav¬ 
ing notice of such restriction. The com¬ 
plainants are members of an association 
known as the American Publishers’ Associa¬ 
tion. This association has made certain rules 
as to the purchase and sale by publishers and 
dealers of copyrighted books. These rules 
are attached to the complaint and set out in 
full in the opinion of this Court in the case of 
1 he Bobbs-Merrill Company against these 
same defendants, just decided but not yet re¬ 
ported. In that case, while the facts were 
somewhat different, the questions of law in¬ 
volved here were extensively discussed. 

Paragraph three of those rules provides as 
follows: 

That the Members of the Association agree 
that such net copyrighted books, and all 
others of their books, shall be sold by them to 
those booksellers only who will maintain the 
retail price of such net copvrighted books for 
one year, and to those publishers and jobbers 
only who will sell their books further to no 
one known to them to cut such net prices, or 
whose name has been given to them by ’the 
Association as one who cuts such prices, or 
who fails to abide by such fair and reasonable 
rules and regulations as may be established by 
local associations as hereinafter provided.” * 
The complainants in their attempt to live 
up to these rules of this association, and to 
enforce them against others, and these de¬ 
fendants, and to maintain the fixed retail 
price of books sold in the retail trade, and to 
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exclude from the business of selling their 
publications or the publications of any other 
publisher of books (copyrighted publica¬ 
tions), those who will not observe such rules, 
have fixed the retail price of their copy¬ 
righted book and adopted the following 
method of selling, viz: for stock orders a 
salesman in most instances goes to a dealer 
and takes his order, or the dealer orders by 
mail, or, if a New York City dealer is pur¬ 
chasing he sends a messenger. As to notify¬ 
ing dealers, purchasers, of the rules as to net 
prices and discount on fiction, fixed by the 
rules of such ascociation, the complainants 
print a notice on their catalogues and on 
their bill heads, reading as follows: on cata¬ 
logues— 

“Charles Scribner’s Sons’ Catalogue of Pub¬ 
lications. 

All Books sent Postpaid except where Post¬ 
age is Indicated. 

Note to the Trade: 

Copyrighted Net books published after May 
1st, 1901, and copyrighted fiction published 
after February 1st, 1902, are sold on condition 
that prices be maintained, as provided by the 
Regulations of The American Publishers’ As¬ 
sociation. On such books the month of pub¬ 
lication is given except where the book is an¬ 
nounced as In Press. 

Books starred are mostly Educational and 
are subject to a slightly different discount to 
the Trade than other Net books.” 

On bill heads: 


“All claims for Allowance must be made 
within five days after receipt of Goods—Not 
Responsible for Books ordered sent by Mail, 
or sent out to be Packed.

In complainants' evidence we find this on 
this subject: Q. “Is any other method taken 
to bring the rules of the association to the no¬ 
tice of purchasers in the wholesale depart¬ 
ment?” A. “Not by Charles Scribner’s Sons.” 
As to new customers the witness says: Q. 
“When a new firm comes to deal with Charles 
Scribner's Sons that is unknown to you, what 
do you do?” A. “We get what information 
we can as to their standing and whether or 
not they will be willing to maintain the rules 
of the association by referring the matter to 
;he association for investigation, or some¬ 
times by sending them this blank which has 


been presented.” Q. “Can you say whether 
or not these rules are in one way or another, 
brought to the attention of every purchaser 
from the wholesale department? ’ A. “No, 
sir.” Q. “They are not brought to their no¬ 
tice?” A. “Except in the way I have de¬ 
scribed, by the bill heads and the catalogues 
and in case of a new purchaser, by corre¬ 
spondence and sending that notice in some 
cases.” Q. “Have any sales been made by 
Charles Scribner’s Sons since the adoption of 
those rules in their wholesale department ex¬ 
cept subject to those rules?” A. “No, sir.” 
Q. “They are not brought to their notice?” 
A. “Except in the way I have described, by 
the bill heads and the catalogues and in case 
of a new purchaser, by correspondence and 
sending that notice in some cases.” 

It is conceded that defendants knew of the 
rules and of the custom of the complainants. 
Defendants did not purchase any books of 
complainants. They had a purchasing agent 
who purchased them where he could get them, 
paying therefor in cash. 

In the Bobbs-Merrill case, just decided and 
above referred to, this Court has held, fol¬ 
lowing the Circuit Court of Appeals in the 
Second Circuit, in Harrison v. Maynard, 
Merrill & Co., 26 U. S. App. 99; 61 Fed. Rep. 
689, that so long as the publisher of a copy¬ 
righted book (such publisher owning the 
copyright) retains the title to the copies 
which he has the exclusive right to vend by 
virtue of the copyright, he can impose re¬ 
strictions upon the manner in which and the 
persons to whom the copies can be sold. If 
agents or licensees, intrusted with the posses¬ 
sion of such books, not having title, violate 
their instructions and sell to a person who 
has knowledge of the restricted power, such 
sale of such copyrighted book is an infringe¬ 
ment and may be restrained. This right re¬ 
sults from the fact that the owner of the 
copyright and the copyrighted book has not 
parted with the title to the book or to the 
copyright. The right to restrain the sale is 
gone, however, when the owner of the copy¬ 
right and of the copy or copies in question 
parts with his title to such copy or copies and 
confers an absolute title on the purchaser, 
even if such sale be accompanied with an 
agreement for a restricted use, or for a sale 
at a fixed price. 

We come then, in these cases, to the ques¬ 
tion whether the complainants in either case 
retained title to the books, or any of them, 
that passed to the possession of the defend¬ 
ants and which they have been and are en¬ 
gaged in selling. It seems clear that they did 
not. They conferred no conditional or de¬ 
feasible title, but an absolute title. Some 
books the defendants purchased direct of the 
complainants at retail and paid the full retail 
price. They sold same at retail at a loss. 
This they had the right to do. They were 
the absolute owners. The others were pur¬ 
chased of dealers who had purchased of the 
complainants and paid the full price de¬ 
manded. There was no notice on each book 
and it does not appear that these dealers had 
seen the catalogues, or that they had a bill of 
sale containing the notice. But, however this 
may be, the notice does not retain the title, dr 
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restrict or limit the title conveyed. If so the 
complainants could have replevied the books 
when they found they were being sold in vio¬ 
lation of instructions given their licensees in¬ 
trusted with the books. It may be, and may 
not be, that the dealers from whom the de¬ 
fendants took title knew of the conditions of 
the notice when they purchased of the com¬ 
plainants. If they did they impliedly agreed 
that in selling the books which they then 
purchased of complainants they would main¬ 
tain prices. If so the relation was contrac¬ 
tual and the remedy of complainants is for a 
breach of that contract if they can find the 
person or firm who violated it. The notice is 
not a license agreement, as in the Neostyle 
case, recently decided by this Court, and 
others there cited. (Cortelyou et al. v. 
Charles Eneu Johnson Co.) Reference is 
made to the opinion of this Court in the 
Bobbs-Merrill case for a full statement of the 
law. In this case the notice does not purport 
to restrict title, or create an agency, or estab¬ 
lish a license agreement. 

There is no evidence that will justify a 
finding that defendants have unlawfully or 
improperly induced any person to violate their 
contract, if any, with complainants. 

The defendants are entitled to a decree dis¬ 
missing the complaint with costs. 

EPITOME OF THE DECISION IN THE BOBBS- 
MERRILL CO.’S SUIT. 

The decision in the Bobbs-Merrill case is 
much fuller than in that of the Scribner suit, 
but the same principle holds for both. It is 
in part as follows: 

“From these facts, which are conceded, it 
appears that the original purpose of the com¬ 
bination and agreement of the association of 
publishers, including the complainant, was 
(1) to maintain the net retail price of all 
copyrighted books published by the members 
of such association, or any of them, at such 
price per book as might be fixed by the pub¬ 
lisher of that book; and (2) to prevent the 
sale at retail of any one or more of such copy¬ 
righted books by any dealer in books at retail 
at a less price per copy than so fixed. There¬ 
upon the persons, firms and corporations in 
the combination, including the complainant, 
formed a corporation under the name Ameri¬ 
can Publishers’ Association. This corpora¬ 
tion included a large majority of all the pub¬ 
lishers of all books, both copyrighted and un¬ 
copyrighted, in the United States. . . . 

“The declared object and purpose of this 
combination,” the decision further declares, 
"is.O) to fix the retail price of books; (2) to 
maintain such retail price; (3) to refuse to 
furnish or sell any books to any dealer in 
books who does not maintain such prices, that 
is, who sells a book at less than the fixed 
price; (4) to compel all publishers and dealers 
in books, in practical effect at least, to come 
into the combination and enforce and main¬ 
tain these prices or be blacklisted and driven 
from the business; (5) to drive out of the 
business of general publishing and booksell¬ 
ing all who refuse or neglect to maintain 
these prices. 

“The freedom of the owner of a book, any 
book (except those specially excepted), duly 


purchased and paid for, to sell the same soiled 
or injured or read and no longer desired, was 
thus attempted to be destroyed. The right of 
a retail bookseller to sell to the purchaser of 
fifty books for his library at a less price than 
to the purchaser of one book must not be ex¬ 
ercised under the pain and penalty of having 
his supply of books cut off and of being 
driven from the business and financially 
ruined.” 

In conclusion the decision states: “The de¬ 
fendants have not infringed and are not 
threatening to infringe complainants’ copy- 
nght, nor have they violated any contract. 
The complainant is seeking to enforce against 
defendants an unlawful combination agree¬ 
ment to which such defendants are not parties 
and bv which they have not consented to be 
bound in selling books of which they are the 
absolute owners. The same result on a sim¬ 
ilar state of facts as to the effect of such no¬ 
tice was reached by the court in Bobbs-Merrill 
Co. v. Snellenburg, 131 Fed. Rep. 530. 

“The defendants are entitled to a decree 
dismissing the complaint with costs.”

DISSENSIONS IN PAPER TRUST. 

The General Paper Company, of Milwau¬ 
kee, Wis., an alleged trust, is threatened with 
disruption. One company, the Wolf River 
Paper and Fibre Company, of Shawano, 
Wis., whose contract for the sale of its pro¬ 
duct to the company has expired, has an¬ 
nounced that it will not renew the contract,and 
that hereafter it will dispose of its own pro¬ 
duct.

of the executive committee of the company. 


RECORD PRICES FOR CAXTON AND 
SHAKESPEARE. 

The enormous rise in the value of incuna¬ 
bula in recent years was illustrated at a sale 
at Sotheby's on July 6. 

A copy of Caxton’s “Book of Caton,” 
printed in 1483, was sold to Mr. Quaritch for 
^1350, ($6750.) 

In 1686, according to the New York Times, 
a copy of this book which belonged to Dr. 
Bernard was sold for 3s. In 1823 G. Watson 
Taylor’s copy sold for £30 19s. 6d.; the Inglis 
copy three years later brought £28 17s.; the 
Wilkes copy, with eight leaves wanting, and 
some mended, fetched £23 15s., and the Gard¬ 
ner example sold for £81 in 1854. In the last 
eighteen years only two copies have come un¬ 
der the hammer. In June, 1897, the Earl of 
Ashburnham’s copy brought £295, and another 
example realized £360 at Sotheby’s in Febru¬ 
ary, 1899. The specimen sold on the 6th inst. 
was in perfect condition and in an almost con¬ 
temporary ornamental stamped calf binding, 
probably executed at Oxford. It is perhaps 
the finest copy of the book in existence, while 
most of those previously sold were more or 
less imperfect, but even when this is taken 
into consideration the difference in the prices 
is sufficiently striking. 

At Sotheby’s on the same day the Caxton 
was sold an almost perfect copy of the first 
edition of Tyndale’s “Pentateuch” was sold. 
It brought £940, and this volume was also ac¬ 
quired by Quaritch. In 1818 an imperfect ex¬ 
ample of this book realized £3 4s. at Saunders’s 
salesroom; the Heber copy, wanting twelve 
leaves, produced £35 in 1834; this was after¬ 
ward perfected by Mr. Grenville, except for 
three leaves which were in manuscript; but 
on obtaining a perfect copy Mr. Grenville 
parted with the Heber example, which at the 
Gardner sale, in July, 1854, brought £159. 
Bishop Daly’s copy realized £155 at Sotheby’s 
on June 26, 1858, but this, like the others, was 
not perfect. Of recent years only one note¬ 
worthy copy of this book has come under the 
hammer, and this was Lord Crawford’s, which 
sold for £255 in June, 1887. 

On July 12 there was sold at Sotheby’s a 
perfect copy, consisting of forty-six leaves, of 
the fourth quarto edition of Shakespeare’s 
“Tragedie of King Richard the Third,” 1605. 
The price, $8750, is higher than any sum pre¬ 
viously paid at auction for a Shakespeare 
quarto. 

It is believed that only two other copies of 
this edition exist. One is in the British Mu¬ 
seum, and the other was sold by Mr. Lilly to 
Mr. Halliwell, afterward Halliwell-Phillfpps, 
and is now in the Bodleian Library at Oxford! 

The example just sold at Sotheby’s is of 
peculiar interest from the fact that in five 
places a contemporary autograph of “Win. 
Penn” is found. The signature is probably 
that of the celebrated admiral, the father of 
the founder of Pennsylvania.

forated paper rolls used in the reproduction 
of musical compositions are not infringements 
of the composer’s copyright. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Professor Arthur Latham Perry, a well- 
known writer on economics, died at Williams¬ 
town, Mass., July 9. Professor Perry was 
born in Lyme, N. H., February 27, 1830. He 
was educated at Williams College, where he 
was graduated in 1852. Two years later he 
was elected professor of history and political 
economy at Williams, and he held the chair 
for forty years, resigning at the close of 1893 
owing to ill health, caused by overwork. He 
served as pastor of a church in Williamstown 
in 1875. Professor Perry was best known as 
the author of “The Elements of Political 
Economy,” a work of which a score of edi¬ 
tions have appeared, and which was consid¬ 
ered the scientific exposition of the doctrine 
of free trade, and also of “An Introduction to 
Political Economy,” “Principles of Political 
Economy,” “Origins in Williamstown” and 
“Williamstown and Williams College.” One 
of his sons is Bliss Perry, editor of The At¬ 
lantic Monthly. 
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BIBLIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 

Per Lamm, (Librairie Nilsson,) Paris, has 
just brought out the annual catalogue of 
books published in France during 1904, edited 
by Daniel J01 dell, entitled, “Repertoire bib- 
liographique de la librairie frangaise pour 
l’annee 1904.” The volume is made up of the 
twelve monthly lists published during 1904, 
arranged by subject catchwords, to which is 
added an alphabetical index. (164 p. 8°.) 
pr. 50 c.) 

Joseph Baer & Co., in commemoration of 
the 120th anniversary of the founding of 
their firm in Frankfurt-on-the-Main, have 
issued the first part of a magnificent cata¬ 
logue of manuscripts and printed books of the 
Middle Ages and the Renaissance, entitled 
“Handschriften und Drucke des Mittelalters 
und der Renaissance.” The first part pre¬ 
sents the titles of thirty-three rare manu¬ 
scripts of the nth to the 16th century, and 
of 474 books, printed from 1450 to 1500. 
Among the incunabula is a copy of Psalte- 
rium Bursfeldense, 1459, the second book 
printed with a date and the third book 
brought out by Fust and Schaffer. This 
copy is priced by the Baers at $24,000. Among 
the other famous printers represented are 
Gunther Zainer, Erhard Ratdolt, Johannes 
de Amerbach, Johann Froben, Ulrich Zell, 
Anton Koberger, Conrad Sweynheym, Ar¬ 
nold Pannartz, Johannes Mentelin, Johannes 
Zainer, Nicolaus Jenson, and a number of 
others equally well known. Forty-eight cities 
are represented. The titles are given lined, 
and the annotations are scholarly as well as 
informing. A number of facsimiles and re¬ 
productions of illustrations and an index to 
printers and publishers are also given. The 
catalogue is well worth a place in the bib¬ 
liographical library of the librarian and 
bookseller. (136 p. 4 0 .)

E. W. Hall, formerly representing Charles 
Scribner’s Sons, will in future represent Mof¬ 
fat, Yard & Co. 

Thomas Whittaker will publish imme¬ 
diately “Model of a Motor Car,” with a his¬ 
torical sketch and brief description of the 
working parts, by Hugo Giildner, edited by 
Theodore E. Schulz. It contains a series of 
superimposed colored charts, composed of 
several large and small plates, illustrating all 
parts of the automobile. 

Professor Otto Herschfeld, the literary 
executor of the late Theodor Mommsen, has 
just ready for publication the first volume of 
the unpublished writings of the historian. It 
contains sixteen essays on Egyptian and 
Roman law. Two other volumes will appear, 
dealing with Roman court procedure, Roman 
law books, and contributions to the history 
of Roman law. 

John Murray, the head of the famous Eng¬ 
lish publishing firm, it is reported, promises 
to write a book to be entitled “The Calamities 
of a Publisher, or, Some Authors Diagnosed.”

There are also seven collotype illustrations. 
The publication is in style similar to the 
Clarendon Press facsimile of the First Folio 
issued in 1902. It can be procured only by ap¬ 
plication to Mr. Madan at Brasenose College, 
Oxford, Eng. 

Harper & Brothers will publish early in 
the fall a revised edition of “Harper’s Book 
of Facts.” This work was first compiled by 
a staff of scholars and statisticians under the 
editorship of Charleton T. Lewis, Ph.D., and 
published about ten years ago. For the past 
year or two it has been out of print, and the 
numerous requests for the volume have ren¬ 
dered a new edition advisable. In its new 
form, the “Book of Facts” will be a classified 
encyclopaedia of every important event from 
4004 b.c. to 1905 a.d. —a record of sixty cen¬ 
turies of progress and knowledge in one 
volume. 


The Darrow Printing Company, Chicago, 
has printed for Richard Carle, the playwright 
and actor, a booklet entitled “What I Know 
About Poker.” It appears to be a perfectly 
honest statement, embracing everything one 
man has been able to learn who has played 
the game in earnest for some twenty years. 
The novice who wishes to sound in advance 
the depths of human credulity will find the 
pages dealing with “The Bluff” as instructive 
as any ever written. A two-cent stamp sent 
to Mr. Carle at the Studebaker Theatre, Chi¬ 
cago, will bring the little book, “full house” 
coyer and all. It is certainly well worth the 
price. 

Doubleday, Page & Company announce for 
publication early in September “Paintings of 
the Louvre,” by Dr. Arthur Mahler, a com¬ 
plete handbook of the Italian and Spanish 
sections of the famous art gallery, sumptuous¬ 
ly illustrated. So rich is the Louvre in the 
masterpieces of Southern Europe that the 
book is really a history of Italian pictorial art. 
Dr. Mahler, a well-known authority, follows 
the works of the Italian painters in the 
Louvre in historical order—from the early 
workers in the Byzantine manner to the full 
glory of Renaissance art. Thorough discus¬ 
sion and ample illustration are given to such 
varied masters as Fra Angelico and Botticelli, 
Leonardo and Raphael, Titian and Tintoretto, 
Veronese and Correggio. The chapter on the 
Spanish school is, of course, largely devoted 
to Velasquez and Murillo.
